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American Royal Falls Again 


Aberdeen-Angus Win All Fat Inter-breed Championships 


Happy days are here again. The great 
American Royal, the acknowledged gate- 
way to the vast Southwest cattle country, 
has again acknowledged the knock and ad- 
mitted the Bonnie Blacks as a superior beef 
making breed, by granting representatives 
of this breed highest possible honors in 
competition with all other breeds. The 
American Royal is fast becoming a strong- 
hold for the Aberdeen-Angus breed and its 
supporters. 

The increasing display in the load lots 
at the yards, in both fat and feeder di- 
visions, is sufficient evidence of the grow- 
ing popularity of our breed in the territory 
adjacent to the Kansas City market. Each 
year sees a few more pens of feeder calves 
on display. This time they came from 
Kansas and Colorado mostly and generally 
speaking were better cattle than have been 
presented in years past. Again the veter- 
an Kansas breeder Johnson Workman came 
forward with a tidy load of calves that 
captured the championship for the Blacks, 
however what we believe was one of the 
finest and most even lots of Whitefaces ev- 
er presented to the stock yards judges were 
just too strong for the Aberdeen-Angus so 
the open championship again went to De- 
Berard. 

A. H. Schmidt of Tarkio Farms near 
Kansas City cut quite a splash down in the 
fat row again this year. One of the attrac- 
tions of this division was a load of pure 
white dehorned Shorthorns that were own- 
ed and fed by this master feeder. Another 
attraction was a load of Whitefaces from 
the same feed yards upon which the fol- 
lowers of that breed had pinned their faith 
as being capable of carrying away the 
grand championship honors. However 
there was a load of Aberdeen-Angus also 
owned and shown by Mr. Schmidt that 
could not be stopped. They won the breed 
championship and then the open grand 
championship. In the auction sale the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus champions brought the very 
satisfactory price of $26.00 per hunared 
pounds. 

While all this was going on down in the 
yards, there was something doing in the 
big arena at the far end of the show 
grounds. The Vocational boys and girls 
were staging a show under the scrutiny of 


Judge C. W. McCampbell of Kansas State 


College who singled out Hale Thompson’s 
Junior yearling Shorthorn steer to be the 
champion of that section. Professor E. A. 


Trowbridge, of Missouri, wrestled with the 
4-H boys and girls calves and found there 
in Clarence Bradley’s Aberdeen-Angus jun- 
ior yearling a champion that was able later 
to be made grand champion Baby Beef 
steer of the show. The Thompson Short- 
horn being reserve grand champion. At the 
auction Clarence was awarded with a price 
of $1.37 per pound. 

In the open section for singles the Way- 
land Hopley Farms, Inc., Atlantic, Iowa, 
showed Quality Thickset under the guiding 
hand of one of the Blake Brothers through 
to the breed and grand championship hon- 
ors, and finished with the sale at $1.36 per 
pound live weight, going to the Safeway 
Stores and purchased through the Mauer 
Packing Company. This was a great deep, 
thick, beast of superior quality and flesh- 
ing throughout and a very worthy cham- 
pion. In fact it requires a particularly out- 
standing individual to finish at the top at 
the Royal for the Whitefaces fight hard 
and furious to retain this stronghold. How- 
ever they very graciously submit to the 
good ones when they are presented. 

The breeding section proved attractive to 
a huge crowd at the ringside. Much more 
interest than usual centered around the 
stalls where the breeding cattle rested be- 
tween showings. Tolan Farms succeeded in 
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carrying away the bull championship with 
their two year old son of Eileenmere 32d. 
This being Eileenmere 85th. The junior 
and reserve championship went to the Ok- 
lahoma A. & M. College showing Master 
Page at the head of the summer yearling 
class. Tolan also took the blue in each of 
the bull groups and finally finished the 
show by winning the group of ten head. 

The female show was above the average 
by quite a margin. Congdon & Battles’ 
two year old Blackbird of Rosemere 164th 
by Prizemere 32d showed the greatest im- 
provement of any beast on the 19385 circuit 
since its opening and was strong at the 
head of her class and finally won the 
championship for females with Hollinger’s 
baby heifer, Pride of Wheatland 2d, by 
Revemere of Wheatland 11th, bidding for 
top honors, but settling down in the re- 
serve berth. Tolan won the Get, the Herd 
and the Pair of Calves with Congdon & 
Battles taking the Pair of Yearlings. 

Don Kayes of Ohio did what was termed 
a very high class piece of judging.

Lowndes County beef cattle exhibits this 
year showed unusual strength. Judging of 
live stock exhibits, Columbus, Miss., Tues- 
day and Wednesday, Oct. 1 and 2, brought

In the breeding classes, bull awards went 
to J. A. Shaw, McLeod; J. H. Oldham, 
Prairie; and J. D. Sparkman, Artesia, in 
the order named. Oldham; William Tay- 
lor, Columbus; and William Thurston, Co- 
lumbus; won first, second, and third plac- 
ings, respectively, in the cow class. The 
first and third exhibitors were showing 
Herefords and the second was showing a 
deep rugged roan Shorthorn that with 
more finish might have gone further.

ng of “Bill” Pew, your friend 
and mine, the Live Stock Industry has suf- 
fered a real loss. He was one of Amer- 
ica’s most prominent, highly respected and 
deeply beloved figures in the Live Stock 
Industry. His kind far too seldom come 
our way. He was born at Dodgeville, Ohio, 
or. October 31, 1883. He was the only child 
of Mr. and Mrs. John O. Pew. His father 
later became a prominent steel manufact- 
urer at Youngstown, Ohio, 
where William received his

farm at Buchingham, Iowa at the end of 
the summer vacation he was paid $40.00 
per month instead of $30.00 per month 
which was the amount stipulated at the be- 
ginning. When his father, the late John 
O. Pew, heard of what Mr. Dunn had done 
for “Bill” he traveled all the way from 
Youngstown, Ohio, to Buchingham, Iowa, 
just to meet and shake the hand of Mr. 
Dunn. Upon his graduation from the Ani- 
mal Husbandry Depart- 
ment of the Iowa State 
College in 1907 he was se- 


public and high school ed- 
ucation. At an early age 
he showed a strong fond- 
ness for the farm and the 
animals of the farm. His 
father and mother, refined 
and truly cultured city 
folks, did not try to change 
William’s desire to be a 
Live Stock farmer. They 
encouraged it by sending 
him to the Ohio State Uni- 
versity to study Agricul- 
ture. Following the advice 
of Horace Greeley, “Young 
man go West”, “Bill” Pew 
left the Ohio State Univer- 
sity to become a student 
at the Iowa State College, 


lected to head the Animal 
Husbandry Department of 
the New Hampshire State 
College. In 1909 he return- 
ed to the lowa State Col- 
lege as Associate Professor 
of Animal Husbandry and 
in 1912 he was made full 
Professor and Head of the 
Department. He made a 
fine record at Ames. He 
was a real good level head- 
ed Administrator and an 
inspiring instructor. Many 
a former Iowa State Col- 
lege man owes his start in 
life to “Bill” Pew as he in- 
stilled leadership and initi- 
ative in his students. 


an institution known the _ 
world over for its practi- 

cal Live Stock instruction- 

al work. 

“Bill” Pew, a member of _ 
one of the best known social fraternities at 
Ohio State, did not seek fraternity life at 
the Iowa State College. On the contrary 
he applied to this writer for a chance to 
live in the swine barn and help care for 
the college hogs. He got the job and made 
good in a big way. Dean Curtiss took a 
real interest in this new and different type 
of City boy—the boy who wanted to work, 
to earn and to learn, not just dance, spend 
money and have a good time at college. 
This was the beginning of a most genuine 
and lasting friendship between Charles F. 
Curtiss, Dean of Agriculture, and “Bill” 
Pew, later to become one of America’s most 
prominent and beloved Live Stockmen. 


There were other young men at the Iowa 
State College who were the equal of “Bill” 
Pew in brilliancy, but none his superior in 
honesty of purpose and in the diligent pur- 
suit of each and every task assigned him. 
He distinguished himself as being a tire- 
less worker, but always an unselfish one. 
His motto always was “service to human- 
ity and not personal gain’. He it was who 
stood up when the chairs were too few, the 
one to walk when the vehicle was over- 
loaded and the one to eat at the second 
table when the first was overcrowded. 
Never has this writer known a more un- 
selfish person than my dearest and best of 
all good friends, “Bill” Pew. 

“Bill” Pew made a good record at the 
Iowa State College. In addition he made 
a lasting impression upon the owners of 
the Iowa farms where he worked during 
his summer vacations. Invariably they 
would write back to the College and ask us 
if we could furnish any more men like 
Bill” Pew. For instance on Mr. Dunn’s

In 1918 he resigned the 
college job and took over 
his father’s farm at Rav- 
enia, Ohio, where he en- 
gaged in the breeding of Shorthorn cattle 
and Poland China hogs. His herd of Short- 
horns was ranked as one of the best in 
America. They always made an impres- 
sive showing at the leading State Fairs 
and National Live Stock shows. The 
breeders of Shorthorn cattle had a very 
high regard for “Bill” Pew’s ability as a 
judge and breeder of the reds, whites and 
roans. 

“Bill” Pew was recognized as one of 
America’s best live stock judges. State, 
National and International shows used him 
on many different classes and breeds of 
live stock. At the Philadelphia Exposition 
in 1926 he was one of the live stock judges. 
His genial manner and sincere attitude 
made a most favorable impression upon 
those present at this great stock show. 
Among those interested and impressed by 
this dynamic young man was that genial 
New York banker and Dutchess County land 
owner, Mr. Oakley Thorne. Mr. Thorne 
had already started an Aberdeen-Angus 
herd on his Briarcliff farm. He desired to 
build up a real herd by truly constructive 
breeding work. His ambition was to ex- 
hibit cattle of his own breeding. He was 
so favorably impressed with “Bill” Pew’s 
ability, honesty of purpose and desire to do 
worthwhile things along live stock produc- 
tion lines that he made a deal with “Bill” 
to go to Briarcliff farm. Later he became 
the active Manager and Director of this 
great breeding establishment. This proved 
to be a wonderful combination as Mr. 
Thorne and “Bill” Pew made a great team. 
Each admired, respected and deeply liked 
the other. Mr. Thorne once said to this writ- 
er at the International Live Stock Show, 


“Bill” Pew is the salt of the earth. I could 
not have a higher regard for him if he were 
my own son”. What a pity such a combin- 
ation of ability to do things, genuine 
friendship and devotion had to come to 
such an untimely end. 

“Bill” Pew’s nine years at Briarcliff 
Farm was the period of his greatest use- 
fulness. He was much more than a great 
farm manager. He possessed in a remark- 
able degree the uncanny ability to careful- 
ly plan and organize his work. He early 
recognized the importance of developing a 
beef cattle interest in New York and the 
adjoining states. He approached this im- 
portant job in a very methodical way. As 
an ex-college man he readily appreciated 
the importance of interesting the farm 
boys and girls in beef cattle production 
work. He helped organize and soon be- 
came the leader of the 4-H Club Baby Beef 
work in New York and the adjacent states. 
He interested the various State Fair of- 
ficials and the managers of the great East- 
ern States Exposition in this work, thus 
good classifications with liberal premiums 
were provided at these shows for Baby 
Beef exhibits. This was just the beginning 
for “Bill” Pew. He traveled all over the 
district from early morning till late in the 
night getting boys and girls to agree to 
feed steers. Then he worked more long 
hours to help these young folks secure de- 
sirable calves to feed for this work. While 
he loved the “bonnie blacks”, he was not 
an extreme breed partisan. He could see 
good in each of the other beef breeds. He 
cooperated with the other breeders in or- 
der that each boy and girl might be able 
to select a calf from the breed of his or her 
liking. He was big enough and broadmind- 
ed enough to appreciate the fact that a 
broad beef interest and outlet would bene- 
fit each and every producer of beef cattle. 

Any person who visited the Eastern 
States Show could not fail to observe the 
loyal devotion and admiration which these 
boys and girls had for their great and un- 
selfish leader “Bill” Pew. Thousands of 
these young people stood with bowed heads 
and saddened hearts when they learned 
that their leader “Bill” Pew had so sud- 
denly and unexpectedly passed away. Just 
two days before his death he wrote this 
writer a long and most interesting letter 
reviewing the Club work of 1935 and out- 
lining his plans for materially enlarging 
and improving the work for 1936. His 
heart and soul was wrapped up in the work 
of these young people. His death has left 
a gap that will not soon be filled. He was 
a natural leader, just the kind to inspire 
and develop the best within young folks. 
Fach of his three children were 4-H Club 
Baby Beef members. They made most 
creditable records. They were always 
taught to make their own selections, do 
their own breeding—thus stand on their 
own feet. No judge at the Springfield or 
any show was ever informed by “Bill” Pew 
that he had a boy or girl showing a calf 
in the show. He wanted any honors that 
came to his children to be deservedly and 
fairly won. 

Through these Club shows he created a 
real interest in the Eastern Cities for home 
grown beef. More buyers attended these 
show sales than were to be seen at similar 
show sales in any other section of America. 
The prices paid for the Grand Champion 
Steer and the general average prices for 
all the steers sold were higher than those 
obtained at other 4-H Club shows. Thus 
the whole program tended to develop a

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Eastern States Exposition 


Stages Strongest Aberdeen-Angus Show in its History 


The Aberdeen-Angus exhibitors staged 
one of the strongest shows of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle ever held in the east at the 
Nineteenth Annual Eastern States Exposi- 
tion held at Springfield, Massachusetts, 
September 15-21. Nine exhibitors from 
Washington, Ohio, New York State and 
Canada furnished the entries in the breed- 
ing cattle division. Congdon & Battles 
shipped their show cattle from the Ken- 
tucky State Fair at Louisville, to meet the 
eastern herds and Edwards Bros. of On- 
tario, Canada. All of the classes were well 
filled and the uniform quality of the cattle 
on exhibition gained many friends for the 
breed. 

The open steer classes brought out a 
splendid lot of well fitted steers from the 
herds of eastern breeders and several agri- 
cultural colleges. These entries provided 
one of the strongest steer classes that will 
be exhibited at any show this fall. In the 
inter-breed competition the champion Ab- 
erdeen-Angus steer, Smiling Prince, exhib- 
ited by Briarcliff Farms was the grand 
champion single steer of the show. Briar- 
cliff Farms also exhibited the grand cham- 
pion group of three steers. 

Thirteen groups of five steers each were 
exhibited by eastern breeders and feeders. 
These entries consisted of ten groups of 
Aberdeen-Angus and_ three Hereford 
groups. All prize winners were Aberdeen- 
Angus. Briarcliff Farms, Pine Plains, 
New York had first and third on two pens 
of well finished Aberdeen-Angus steers. 
Cornell University was second, John H. 
Baker, Dover Plains, New York was fourth 
and Frederick H. Bontecou, Millbrook, New 
York was fifth and sixth. 

In the 4-H Club division two-thirds of 
the calves exhibited were Aberdeen-Angus 
with entries from New York, Massachus- 
etts and Connecticut. The grand champion 
baby beef was an Aberdeen-Angus exhibit- 
ed by Upson Garrigus, Storrs, Connecticut. 
The grand champion sold at $2.50 per 
pound, being purchased by George Ford of 
the Hartford Market, Hartford, Connecti- 
cut. The sale of baby beeves was one of 
the best held at any time since the Exposi- 
tion was organized. The average on sev- 
enty-three head, including the grand cham- 
pion, was $21.40 per hundred, and the aver- 
age price on seventy-two calves, not in- 
cluding the grand champion, was $18.10 per 
hundred. 

All the beef cattle were judged by Pro- 
fessor E. A. Livesay, Morgantown, West 
Virginia.

The Rebound? 


Canandaigua, N. Y., Oct. 18, 1935. 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal 
Webster City, lowa 
Gentlemen: 

Your letters on blood testing of cattle 
for Contagious Abortion in recent issues 
are indeed of great interest to all cattle 
breeders. Your efforts directed against 
the compulsory testing for abortion, and 
against the destruction of the reacting ani- 
mals, are in my oppinion apt to rebound to 
your disadvantage if successful. I believe 
that everyone interested in the live stock 
industry should approve all regulations 
which would tend to increase the testing 
for abortion. ae 

You will note here that I am omitting 
“destruction” because I am thoroughly con- 
vinced from experience that a reacting 
herd may be just as valuable for breeding 


or dairy purposes as a clean herd. A herd 
owner should know, if he wishes to stay in 
business, whether his herd is an infected 
(Bang’s) or clean and, at present, the only 
way he has to find out is by submitéing 
them to the agglutination test. After he 
has once gained this information, the dis- 
ease can be controlled by the several dif- 
ferent methods suggested depending upon 
the amount of infection found. In other 
words, if herds are tested and classified 
and then additions are purchased from 
herds of the same degree of infection, the 
dairyman may have every reason to be- 
lieve that he can continue to produce with- 
out any ill-effects from the disease. 

I would like to cite one instance from 
actual experience to show just what I 
mean. I have charge of a herd consisting 
of one hundred animals. Beginning last 
February, the animals started to abort at 
the rate of five or six a month. In April 
the herd was subjected to the agglutination 
test which revealed thirty-three reactors. 
These animals were immediately removed 
to another barn and have been run since 
as a separate herd. Since this test, we 
have had one abortion and this came about 
a week after the test. 

It is my belief that all herds could be 
tested and handled in like manner, thereby 
controlling the disease. In other words, if 
the dairyman knows what he has and will 
stop mixing clean and infected cattle the 
abortion “storms” can be almost, if not en- 
tirely, eliminated. 

_ I would very much like to get the exper- 
ience of other men who have tried this plan 
of control.

Editor’s Note. 

The possibility of a REBOUND to OUR 
DISADVANTAGE does not in the least en- 
ter into this discussion neither does it cre- 
ate any particular fear on our part. If 
things have come to the place where the 
press is no longer at liberty to defend the 
rights and property of the public it is high 
time to look after the gentlemen in posi- 
tion to CREATE and ENFORCE the so 
called REBOUND. The Journal is positive 
that it is standing on solid ground when it 
attempts to put an estoppel to any pro- 
gram leading up to a National program of 
Bangs testing that requires the destruction 
of the unfortunate animals that may not 
meet the required tests of veterinarians 
and laboratorians of various degrees of 
ability and positiveness in making the 
tests. This inefficiency may be derived 
from one or more of many sources. There 
is incapability, politics, inaccuracy in ap- 
plying the dilutions, differentiations in the 
quality, quantity and makeup of the in- 
gredients applied, etc., etc. 

In other words the whole scheme is head- 
ed in the right direction, for no man with 
an investment in pure bred registered cat- 
tle can afford not to avail himself of every 
possible protection, and undoubtedly every 
breeder with sound reasoning is in favor 
of developing a system for the elimination 
of Bangs disease. We are for that very 
thing, have been for it for years, and have 
campaigned strenuously to bring about 
some system that would be reliable and 
trustworthy. 

Nevertheless we are utterly opposed to 
the program as it stands today—the Gov- 
ernment test requires destruction of any 
animal that fails to stand the test when 
first applied. That is all wrong. We know 
of cases where animals have tested both 
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ways within ninety day peri ,

The Dressed Beef Situation 

Substantially larger supplies of live stock 
than in the preceding month and a gener- 
ally lower level of prices for meats and live 
stock were features of the live stock and 
meat trade during the month just closed, ac- 
cording to a review of the live stock and 
meat situation issued today by the Institute 
of American Meat Packers. 

Supplies of dressed beef continued large 
during the month of October and prices de- 
clined somewhat during the latter half of 
the month. Prices of dressed veal advanced 
in the early part of October, but the gains 
were more than erased by declines in the 
latter part of the period. 

Although receipts of cattle in October, 
1934, were extremely large, apparently a 
larger number of cattle was marketed in 
October this year than in the same period 
last year. 

Prices of most grades of dressed beef in- 
creased up to the middle of October. How- 
ever, at that time the supplies on hand were 
apparently too large for the prevailing de- 
mand and lower prices were necessary to 
keep the available supply of dressed beef 
moving into consumption. Prices of most 


grades declined somewhat at the close of 
the month and were lower as October ended 


than at the beginning of the period. Prices 
of veal also were somewhat lower. 

Because of the recent price declines which 
occurred in the dressed beef market, as a 
result of relatively larger supplies, the 
medium and lower grades of catle sold at 
somewhat lower levels at the close of Octo- 
ber than at the opening. The small propor- 
tion of well finished grades of steers avail- 
able, however, caused prices of those grades 
to remain steady to higher throughout the 
month. 

The trend of the cattle market during the 
month paralleled very closely the dressed 
beef market, with prices of all classes and 
grades showing some improvement in the 
first half of October. The continued supply 
of medium and lower grades of cattle in the 
latter half of the month sold at somewhat 
lower prices. Quotations on the better 
grades coninued firm up to the close of the 
—— when slightly lower prices prevail- 
ed. 

Prices of vealers advanced in the first 
part of October but declined in the later 
part of the month to levels approximately 
the same as prices at the beginning.

Carlot Feeders Reduced in Numbers. 


At the fall meeting of the International 
Exposition’s Board of Directors held in Chi- 
cago October 15th, it was decided to reduce 
the number of head in a carload of feeder 
cattle from 25 to 20 head. The change will 
apply to the 1935 show.
